The

county buildings for $1,680 per year for 
three years. 


Following is the proposition Mr. 
Bean made the supervisors in behalf of 
the St. Joseph & Benton Harbor street 
ailway company, and introduced by 
Supervisor Walker: 


In addition to the proposition of the 
Benton Harbor *Sc St. Joseph Electric 
Light company submitted to you Octo­ 
ber 15, 1897, the undersigned desire to 
make the following proposition: Will 
ight the court house and jail as stated 
the original proposition and will 
heat the jail and court bouse for $1,680 
per year for a term of three years with 
the privilege of doing the same from 
the present plant and desire the further 
privilege of furnishing light and heat 
from the railway [wvver station. The 
present plant to be turned over to the 
county in as good condition as when 
taken, wear and tear excepted. Will 
furnish all employees, coal, waste, oil 
and supplies such as has been referred 
to in the bill of the building committee, 
meaning only such things as to conduct 
the light and heat in a successful man­ 
ner. If your board desires further 
time you can appoint a committee, with 
power to act, and the undersigned will 
be pleased to enter into a written 
agreement with the county and give a 
sutlicient bond to carry out the con­ 
tract.” 


On the face of the proposition it 
looks as thoujfh the county might be 
able to save $200 per year, but the ex­ 
periences of the municipalities dealing 
with Mr.JBean cause many of the su 
pervisors to wonder whether it is not 
probable that the county might get 
mixed up with some sort of litiga­ 
tion before the three years were con­ 
cluded. Again it 
is 
argued 
that 
it will cost less to operate the county 
plant after the first year. Tbe present 
system of lighting and heating is per­ 
fectly satisfactory aud many of the 
members believe 
in 
letting 
well 
enough alone.

W ashington, Jan. 7.—The friends and 
enemies of the civil service law ex­ 
changed broadsides in the house yes­ 
terday. 
The heaviest guns on each 
side were brought into action. Gros- 
venor and Johnson of Indiana each 
made an exhaustive speech and kept 
their respective sides inconstant furore. 
I'he interest in the debate w as much 
more lively than on W ednesday. The 
crowded galleries, which were plainly 
in sym pathy with the opponents of the 
law, became so very noisy in their dem ­ 
onstrations of approval a t one juncture 
th a t the chair w as compelled to call 
them to order. Johnspn waa w arm ly 
sustained by the friends of the law on 
the floor, but he got very little applause 
from the galleries. Grosvenor did not 
define his attitude in detail but gave his 
adhesion to the bill agreed on by the 
opponents of the law. 


Replies to €arl Schurz, 


Grosvenor began by replying to Carl 
Schurz, w^ho in his address to the Civil 
Service League a t Cincinnati had ex­ 
coriated 
men 
like 
Grosvenor, 
w’ho 
Schurz says attacked him for being a 
traito r to his party while, said Schurz. 
these men were attem pting to violate 
one of the most prom inent planks in 
every Republican national platform for 
years. H his brought from Grosvenor a 
red hot denunciation of Schurz, whose 
political career he characterized as the 
“checkered, spotted, leprous career of 
one who betrayed every party and 
every duty to which he w as bound, and 
whose betrayals had been his only stock 
in trade in the arena of politics.”

also declared Schurz politically corrupt

The first distinct mention of soap 
now eitant is by Pliny, who speaks of 
It as an invention of the Gauls, but be 
that as it may the use of soap for wash­ 
ing purposes is of great antiquity. In 
the.mins of Pompeii a complete soap 
manufactory was found, and the uten- 
ails and some soap were iu a tolerable 
state of preservation. The Gallic soap 
of 18 centuries ago was prepared from 
fat and wood ashes, particularly the 
aahes from beech wood, which wood was 
very common in Franco as well as iu 
England. Soap is spoken of by writers 
In the second century, but the Sara­ 
cens were the first people to bring it 
Into general use as an external cleausiug 
medium. The use of soap is thus de- 
|0cribed: **When examined chemically, 
the skin is found to bo composed of a 
substance analogous to dried white of 
egg—in a word, albumen. Now, albu­ 
men is soluble in the alkalies, and 
when soap is used for washing the skin 
tbe excess of alkali combines with the 
oily fluid with which the skin is natu- 
.rally bedewed, removes it iu the form 
of an emulsion, and with it a portion 
of tbe dirt. Another portion of the al­ 
kali softens and dissolves the supcriicial 
■ tratum of the skin, and when this is 
vnbbed off the rest of tbe dirt disap­ 
pears. So that every washing of the 
akin with soap removes the old face of 
the skin and leaves a new one, and 
were the process repeated to excess the
